Senator Walsh Predicts Soalition 
Of Democrats and Republicans 


To This End 
MELLON PLAN DOOM SEEN 


Montana Senator Also Warns Ag- 
ainst What He Terms Big Busi- 
ness Propaganda 


(By Universal Service) 


WASHINGTON, April 6. A con- 
sination of Democrats and indepen- 
dent Republicans will write the bill | 
to cut taxes $300,000,000 next year, 
Senator Walsh of Montana, leading 
Democratic Senator predicted today, 
He said: 

“The Tax Bill will be framed by 
the same coalition which enacted the 
Simmons Bill last year.” 

Walsh believes that the Mellon 
Plan to be presented to the congress 
under a new name will be rejected 
in the Senate, if not in the house. 
The only hope for tax reduetion he 
can see is through approval of a 
measure to be sponsored by the demo- 
crats. He indicated there will be no 
material reduction in the surtax. 

He made the prediction in commen- 
ting on the “propaganda raging 
throughout the country to discredit 
the congress, especially the Senate”. 
He observed: 

“That propaganda is being inspir- 
ed largely by big business in an ef- 
fort to put over the Mellon plan. 
The psychology is apparent. It calls 
for general disgust and disapproval of 
the congress so that the republic 
will lose confidence in the legislative 


branch of the Government ‘so that 
when the executive branch comes 
along with a proposal, for tax re- 


duction we would not have the tem- 
erity to oppose it. 

“The program calls for the exulta- 
tion -of the executive branch of the? 
Government at the expense of the! 
Congress.” 

Walsh said the Congress “is what 
the people have made it and is truly | 
representative and responsive to the
